THE INDIaN TROUBLE. 


The ®Pituation Is Growing Worse 
Instead of Better. 
By Associated Press. } 


Omana, Jan. 5.—The Bee's special 
correspondent at Pine Ridge telegraphs 
as follows: All is onelong, continued 
round of excitement here, and an at- 
tack from the Indians is almost 
momentarily expected. As to the 
situation here, considered in its en- 
tirety, indications are that the great- 
est battle in Indian history is almost 
at hand. Reports of every scout adds 
new and strong support to these in- 
dications that were emphasized by the 
bloody affair on Wounded Knee. 
General Miles believes exactly this, 
and has said so in strong words. 
The small handful of Indians em- 
ployed here affirm it vehemently. 
Before the terrific clash comes they 
want try and rescue their relatives 
from the enemy’s camp, and are now 
interceding with the authorities for 
permission, at the risk of their lives, 
to make the attempt. 
are in the Government employ. They 
express the hope that they can induce 
many of those who were friendly be- 
fore the Wounded Knee battle, and 
were remaining here according to in- 
struction, to also come in and be saved 
from certain annihilation that awaits 
them within the ranks of the hostiles. 
Extensive rifle pits are reported as 
being dug twelve miles west of here 
by the hostiles, and the reports are of 
such a nature that the authorities rely 
upon its truthfulness. 

Last night the hostiles burned many 
houses belonging to the settlers along 
White river and finished killing the 
last remnant of a great herd of govern- 
ment cattle that they raided so heavily 
about a month ago and have been 
drawing on ever since. 

Without desiring to make the situa- 
tion a particle darker than it really is, 
for God knows the truth is bad enough, 
everything constrains me to say that 
the danger in which the Pine Ridge 
Agency’s white population stands at 
this Hour, and must rémain until this 
crisis is all over, is one of the most 
fearful peril that can well be imag- 
ined, and I say this not for the moment 
forgetting and knowing perfectly just 
what military protection we have here. 
Since General Miles’ arrival he has 
received most urgent admonition from 
the administration to avoid further 

blood-shed, but it.cannot be avoided. 


GENERAL MILES REPORTED KILLED. 


Curicaao, Jan. 5.—A special dispatch 
from St. Paul to a morning paper says 
a telegram has been received in that 
city which reports General Miles 
killed in a battle with the Indians. 

Captain Huggins, acting. assistant 
Adjutant General, in charge of the 
army headquarters in this city, has 
heard no news regarding the killing 
of General Miles. He does not credit 
the report. 

A dispatch from Gordon, Neb., re- 
ceived this morning. says a rumor is 
current there that General Miles was 
killed, but the report is unfounded. 

Wasuineron, Jan. 5.—Nothing has 
been received at the War Department 
abovt the ramor of General Miles be- 
ing killed by the Indians, and the re- 
port is discredited. 

Omana, Jan. 5.—A_ special from 
Rushville, Neb., says a heavy cannon- 
ade was going on north of there this 
morning, but no news of the battle is 
yet received.

Eugland Deflant on the Behring 
Sea Question. 
By Cable and Associated Press.] 


Lonpon, Jan. 5.—The Standard, 
to-day, referring to the Behring Sea 
dispute, says it wears a very unpleas- 
ant aspect. Even a possibility of a 
rupture between England and Amer- 
ica cannot be mentioned without feel- 
ings of deep regret. America may 
count upon receiving a full measure of 
courtesy, patience and firmness, which 
England has already displayed, but 
Blaine will do well to bear in mind 
that firmness will be commensurate, 
should the moment arrive for its exer- 
cise with the patience and courtesy 
with which he has so far been treated. 
He seems extravagantly anxious to 
put himself wrong. Lincoln cannot 
too soop, on his return, devote 
himself to ascertaining the meaning 
ol the resolution of the foreign office 
and communicating them to his Gov- 
ernment. There is not a person in 
England but would hear it proposed 
with profound regret if shots should 
be exchanged between British and 
American vessels except in courtesy. 
But it would excite the greatest regret 
to Shave the British flag insulted and 
the national honor not vindicated by 
prompt reprisals. But we can never 
believe the American people will suf- 
fer its-public servants to force a con- 
flict by wanton outrage upon our flag. 
We will gladly bow to a tribunal of 
international law, but not to Blaine. 
We trust he will not persist in his 
menace, which will be certain to be 
resented and resisted. 

Wasuinaton, Jan. 5.—The Presi- 
dent to-day transmitted to the House 
further correspondence on the subject 
of the Behring Sea controversy be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. The correspondence consists 
of a letter from Salisbury to Paunce- 
fote, dated August 2, 1890, and one 


from Secretary Blaine to the same 


Minister, dated December 17th last. 
Salisbury’s letter was confined to a 
discussion of the Russian Ukase and 
treaty No. 25. He argues that Blaine 
misinterpreted Adams’ position and 
declares that the history of the case 
shows, first, that England always de- 


diction in the Behring Sea and that 
convention No. 25 was a renunciation 
to that claim, and that the Behring 
Sea had not been known by that name, 
but as a part of the Pacific Ocean. He 
closes with a statement that if the 
differences still exist, his Government 
is ready for impartial arbitration by 
methods to be agreed upon in concert 
with Blaine, 

Blaine’s letter begins with an in- 
stance upon the correctness of the po- 
sition assumed by the United States. 
He believes the controversy turns

‘Pacific Ocean’ used in treaties Nos. 
24 and 25 ineluded Behring Sea, as 
contended by Great Britain. 

If the United States can prove to 
the contrary, her case is complete and 
undeniable.

Why Millions of Letters and Parcels Fall 
to Reach Their Destination—Sugges- 
tions That Should Be Observed 
by Everybody. 


Over six million pieces of mail mat- 
ter are sent annually tothe Dead Letter 
Office by reason of incorrect, illegible, 
or deficient address, insufficient postage, 
whereby matter 

_iled becomes separated from the en-. 

v. vison or wrapper, or. the failure to be 
culled for or delivered to the person ad- 
dressed. This is a daily average of 
over twenty thousand pieces. 

Of these the greater portion either 
are not called for at the post-office to 
which they are directed, or, in case of 


| free-delivery offices, the addresses cang 
not be found, notwithstanding eve 


known means is resorted to on the pany 
of the postal officials to effect delivery. 
Matter sent to the Dead Letter 0, 
which can not be delivered to the per- 
son addressed, is required to be opened 
in its treatment for the purpose of re- 


turn to the sender, and if the name and 
address of the sender be not shown or 


can not be ascertained from the con- 
and it contains no valuable in- 
closure, it must be destroyed.

tered upon proper records, and, of such, 


information to enable them to be re- 
turned are filed, subject to reclamation 
upon proper application and identifica- 
tion. 

Letters which contain no inclosure of 
obvious value are not recorded. 

Packages and parcels. are recorded, 
and where they do not disclose the 
name and address of the owner are 
filed; if notcalled for or claimed with- 
in two years they are disposed of at 
public auction and the proceeds covered 
into the United States Treasury. 

A large proportion of the packages 
and parcels sent to the Dead Letter Of- 
fice fail to be restored to the owners 
because of the absence on the wrappers 
or inclosures of any thing to indicate 
ownership thereof. 

Information as to the character and 
nature of the matter thus received at 
the Dead Letter Office, and. the condi- 
tions and influences which occasion its 
failure to reach the persons to whom 
the senders designed it to go, may be of 
interest, and the mere statement of it 
carries with it suggestions which may 
serve the public in its exercise of postal 
privileges. 

During last year 451,000 letters were 
éither misdirected or insufficiently di- 
rected, while 24,000 were not directed 
atall, Of the latter many were from 
business houses containing money, 
drafts, stocks and important instruc- 
tions. Many of these were doubtless 
mailed by clerks. Ninety-eight thou- 


sand were to domestic, Canadian or 


Mexican addresses held for postage; 


165,000 were to guests at hotels; 80,000 


were parcels of merchandise, books, 
clothing, needle-work, jewelry or other 
valuable matter; and 24,000 contained 
money amounting in all to $48,642. 
Postal notes to the value of $5,300 in 
sums under $5 were found in 4,000 
pieces; while drafts, ehecks, notes and 
other commercial paper in the sum of 
$1,471,871 were found in 27,000 others. 
1; Forty-eight thousand contained paid 
and canceled obligations, receipts and 
miscellaneous papers. One hundred and 
sixty-two thousand contained postage 
stam ps. 

Forty-two thousand were letters to 
fictitious addresses and principally cor- 
respondence relating to what is known 
as “‘green goods” or “saw dust” swin- 


dles, many of them containing money 


with orders for the purchase of these 
fraudulent goods. Parties engaged in 
such enterprises invariably use an as- 
sumed name, and when the character 
and business of such persons is discov- 
ered by the postal authorities such mat- 
ter addressed to therm is declared ‘“‘ficti- 
tious,” and delivery withheld. 

Forty-two thousand contaitied photo- 
graphs, 1,000 contained articles forbid- 
den to be transmitted through the mails, 
and 11,000 upon being opened were 
found to contain lottery tickets, which, 
under the terms of the law, are declared 
unmailable. 


| Five hundred - and thirty-ine thou- | 
sand were letters, and 41,000 parcels of 


printed matter, samples, etc., which 
had been mailed in foreign countries to 
ex Offices within the United States, 

d failing of delivery were sent to the 
Dead Letter Office, and thence returned 
to the postal administrations of their 
respective countries of origin, un- 
opened. 

Two hundred and five thousand were 
letters, and 47,000 were parcels, books, 
samples of merchandise, etc., which had 
been mailed within the United States 


addressed to foreign countries, and hav- 


ing failed of delivery at their destina- 
tion, were sent to to the Dead Letter 


| Office by foreign postal administrations. 


Over 5,000,000 of the letters received 
at the Dead Letter Office contained no 
inclosure of obvious value, although 
doubtless many of them were quite as 
valuable and important to both sender 

and addressee as thousands of other 
letters containing money, checks, 
stamps, etc., and yet of this immense 
number of letters over 3,000,000 ‘bore 
within either no definite or sufficient 
address of the writer—in most cases no 
address Lantos r there was no sig- 


— whereby the writer 


directed. an 
should be mailed without the address 


might be. 
identified or deterrined, without whieh 
the Dead Letter Office could not make 
return. : 

These facts teach that envelopes 
should al be plainly and explicitly 
that no letter or package 


ot the sender plainly given both outside 
and inside. 

When an indefinite address is neces- 
sarily given it is more apt to prove suf- 
ficient if the business or employment of 
the person is added. 

Those who are transiently at a cer- 
tain place should be addressed as 


“transient,” and upon leaving a place 


itis always advisable to ask to have 
one's mail forwarded to the next stop- 
ping place. 

The name and address of the sender, 
either printed or written, should be 
placed upon the upper left-hand corner 
of the envelope or wrapper of all matter 
mailed. 

Letters and all other matter mailed, 
so marked with the name and address 
ofthe sender, that should fail to be 
called for or delivered to the person 
addressed, and upon which full letter 
rates of postage has been paid are not, 
sent to the Dead Letter Office, but are 
returnable to the sender directly— 
without additional charge, and with the 
reason of non-delivery indorsed thereon. 

Packages and all matter mailed at 
less than letter rates of postage, should, 
in addition to the name and address of 
the sender upon the envelope or wrap- 
per, bear in connection therewith a re- 
quest for its return in the event of non- 
delivery, in which case it is also return- 
able directly to the sender from the 
post-office addressed, charged with re- 
turn postage at the rate required for the 
class of matter to which it belongs. 

It it be borne in mind that only such 
unclaimed and undelivered letters and 
other matter prepaid at full letter rates 
of postage as do not bear the name and 
address of the sender, and such other 
matter mailed at less than letter rates 
of postage as does not bear a request for 
its return, is required to be sent to the 
Dead-Letter Office, the importance of 
the suggestions in respect to placing 
the name and address of the sender, 
etc., on all matter mailed, is apparent. 

All matter mailable at less than let- 
ter rates of postage must be so wrapped 
or inelobed that it can be readily exam- 
ined at the office of delivery, as well as 
at the mailing office, without destroy- 
ing the wrapper; otherwise it is subject 
to letter postage. 

Much of the package and parcel 
matter received at the Dead Letter 
Office is that which has been de- 
posited for mailing sealed and closed 
against inspection and prepaid at less 
than letter rate; being unmailable in 
such condition, and the name and ad- 
dress of the sender not appearing upon 
the cover, whereby it might be re- 
turned for correction and proper com- 
pliance with postal conditions, it neces- 
sarily is sent tothe Dead Letter Office. 

In mailing packages addressed to 
foreign countries, care should be taken 
to ascertain whether they are pro- 
hibited from transmission to the coun- 
try of destination, or can only be for- 
warded when the postage is fully pre- 
paid at foreign letter rates—five cents 
per half ounce. 

Only bona fide trade samples are 
transmissible at reduced rates of post- 
age. 

Persons desiring to mail matter other 
than letters to foreign countries should 
consult their postmasters, who, being 
provided with the postal laws and regu- 
lations, are enabled to give proper in- 
formation réspecting conditions, etc., 
etc., of mailing to foreign countries. 

All valuable matter to be sent by 
mail should be registered. It will thus 
receive such protection as itis not al- 
ways possible to give to matter sont in 
the ordinary mails. Money should be 
sent by money order or registered letter. 

Proprietors of hotels should omit the 
return request from envelopes supplied 
gratuitously to their guests; and guests 
using envelopes furnished by hotels, 


posal should be made of. letters sent by 
them in case of non-delivery. 

In sending packages and parcels— 
books, pamphlets and other articles— 
by mail, the address should be placed 
on the article inclosed as well as on the 
wrapper.
